Army from their ſtability and temper ; And to accompliſh ſo miſchievous. a Deſign, have 
.fratiered and fomented ( among other untruths) falle rumours, That there is an Intenti⸗ 
on to depzive the Souldiers of their Arrears of Pay ; Againſt which Attempt the Coun- 
til are well perſwaded the fidelity and Intereſt of the Souldicrs will be a good Securi- 
ty: Pet to the intent a Report ſo falſe in it lelt, and lo deſtructive in its aim, may not make 
the more eaſie Ympzeſſions upon any, thꝛough its paſſing uncontradicted, and 
gratifie thoſe only, Who ſeek advantages, by.lengthning out our troubles. The Council 
of State do hereby Declare, That it is not in their intention oz thoughts, to retrench oꝛ 
abate any part of the Arrears, that are, oz ſhall be due to the Souldiers, whilſt they con- 
nu? in the Army, aud in their obedience : Wut that on thecontrary, it ſhall be their en dea. 


vour toencourage.them, by taking tare fo2ſatisfymg their Arrears, as ſoon as there ſhall 
be oppoztunity, 221 to make an atuat. afwvell as verbal contutation, to ſv falle 
a ſuggeſtion.
